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PROGRAM NOTES 


LATIN AMERICAN ENSEMBLE 

MACH ITO/WILLIE COLON 

Blind Alley 

This work was co-written by two stars from the world of Latin music. Machito was leader of The Afro-Cubans who were very influential in 
bringing Cuban music to North America in the 1940s. Willie Colon is a Nuyorican trombonist and arranger. 

JOSE QUINONES 

Camarera de Mi Amor 

This piece comes from the repertoire of the famous Cuban vocalist Beny More. Stylistically it is a cross between a bolero and mambo. 

PAULIN HO DA VIOLA 

Sarau para Radames 

This piece is in the choro style from early 20th century Brazil and has obvious influences from the European classical music tradition. 

TRADITIONAL BRAZILIAN/BOLIVIAN 

Cancao/Cueca 

This is a medley of two traditional works from Brazil and Bolivia arranged for harp duo. 

JUAN FORMELL 

Guarare 

Guarare is a more contemporary work in the salsa style and was popularized by the famous Cuban group Los Van Van in the 1980s. 

TRADITIONAL BRAZILIAN/MILTON NASCIMENTO 

Samba batucada and Louva a Deus 

This piece is in an all-percussion style that is traditionally performed while parading through the streets in cities and towns in Brazil during the 
annual Carnaval celebration. It closes with a song by Milton Nascimento, a well known MPB singer and composer from the city of Belo Horizonte. 


JAPANESE TAIKO ENSEMBLE 

SEIICHI TANAKA 

Renshu Daiko 

Renshu Daiko literally means ‘practice song’. Played in rounds, this piece incorporates many traditional patterns and techniques found in 
Japanese taiko music. 

DAIHACHI OGUCHI 

Isami Goma (Galloping Horses) 

This piece was inspired by one of the most famous battles in the history of Japan’s Middle Ages between Takeda Shingen and Uesugi Kenshin. 
Between 1561 and 1568, the great military commander Takeda Shingen ordered that drum bands composed of 21 enlisted farmer musicians 
be organized to boost the morale of his troops. Those musicians were divided into three groups to accompany each of the army corps to the 
battlefield. 

TRADITIONAL 

Ogi Matsuri Daiko 

Ogi is a small port town located on the southern part of Sado Island in Niigata Prefecture. The local villagers play this piece during Ogi Matsuri 
(festival) every August on taiko attached to large mobile carts. 

TRADITIONAL 

Yatai Bayashi 

Every year on December 3rd in Saitama Prefecture in an area known as Chichibu, an all night festival is held which features richly decorated two- 
story carts (Yatai) pulled from village to village. The people hauling the Yatai are urged on by the beating of the taiko, concealed within the first 
story of the carts.

DE LEON, BELL, OLLER 

Jump in the Line 

Harry Belafonte recorded our exciting opener for this concert in 1961. It is also known as “Shake Senora” and has been redone by many steel 
bands all over the world. Watch us for the choreography! 

CHRIS GARCIA 

Chutney Bacchanal 

This classic calypso/soca was a favourite for the 1996 Carnival in Trinidad. The title is indicative of the exciting blend of Indo-Trinidadian music that 
has become very popular in Trinidad, especially since the mid-1990’s. 

MIGHTY SPARROW 

Both of Them 

This medium-tempo calypso was written by one of the most famous and successful calypsonians in Trinidad, the Mighty Sparrow. He has won the 
Trinidad Road March competition eight times and has been named Calypso Monarch a staggering eleven times in his career. The humorous lyrics of 
this song speak of the problems of having two girlfriends and not being able to choose - so Sparrow chooses Both of Them. 

LORD KITCHENER 

Pan in A Minor 

Pan in A Minor is one of the “classics” of steel pan performed by groups from Trinidad to Switzerland and everywhere in between. Lord Kitchener 
won the Trinidad Road March competition ten times between 1965 and 1976, more times than any other calypsonian. Tonight’s arrangement was 
done by “Pan Man” Pat McNeilly, the first steel pan teacher for Etobicoke schools. 

ABBA 

Mamma Mia 

It is hard to believe, but this massive hit for the group ABBA came out thirty-five years ago! It has found a whole new audience thanks to the 
Broadway musical of the same name. This arrangement works well for the steel pan due to the original’s use of xylophone and short rhythmic 
motifs, which translate, well to the timbre of the steel pan. 


AFRICAN DRUMMING AND DANCING ENSEMBLE 
Kpanlogo 

A recreational dance for the Ga people of Ghana. It is often played at weddings, funerals and other social gatherings. It uses carved drums with 
large pegs (Kpanlogo Drums) for this piece. 

Atsiagbekor (Slow) 

Atsiagbekor \s a warriors or war dance originated from Dahome, now Benin. It was known as Atamga, meaning “The Great Oath”. It is played on 
special occasions. Slow Atsiagbekor portrays the home coming from the battle field. 

Zigi 

A social dance perform by the Ewe people from the central Volta Region of Ghana. In Zigi performance, the dancer plays the shaker (axatse) while 
dancing. 

Gahu 

A recreational or social dance originating from Nigeria. In Nigeria it is called Kokosawa. The Ewe people from the South East part of Ghana went 
to Nigeria, saw it, and back in Ghana, renamed it Gahu (meaning expensive dance). It is expensive because of the cost of the costumes used in 
performing the dance. Gahu is performed in a circle.
